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City Council to Reconsider Sale 
Of Cemetery Plots in Historic Site

Greenbelt’s city council 
will reconsider its decade-old 
decision that sharply re¬ 
stricted the further sale of 
lots in Greenbelt Cemetery. 
The subject has been reop¬ 
ened in response to a peti¬ 
tion to council by Mr. and 
Mrs. Harold A. Siegal of 
Maplewood Court, who want 
to purchase two lots now 
closed off from sale “in order 
that our family members 
who continue to make Green- 
belt their home can purchase 
lots adjacent to ours.” 
Council, at its next regular 
meeting on Monday, March 
19, is expected to begin dis- 
cusion of a proposed ordin¬ 
ance that would permit sale 
of all unsold lots in the cem¬ 
etery. A decision at that 
meeting seems unlikely be¬ 
cause council has not yet 
asked any of its advisory 
boards — such as the Com¬ 
munity Relations Advisory 
Board or the Park and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board — 
to review and make recom¬ 
mendations on the proposal. 

Greenbelt Cemetery is located 
off Ivy Lane just north of Capi¬ 
tal Office Park. The city ob¬ 
tained ownership of the property 
by quit claim deed from the

Three Arrested 

Three Greenbelt residents have 
been arrested in connection with 
the shooting incident which took 
place on March 5 in the Spring- 
hill Lake area, according to in¬ 
formation released by the Green¬ 
belt Police Department. Marlene 
R. McKissick and Marcus M. 
Plater, Sr., both of 6208 Breeze- 
wood Ct M were charged with as¬ 
sault with intent to murder, ac¬ 
cording to the police, and both 
were released on bond. James C. 
Gorman, of the same address was 
also arrested in connection with 
the shooting and charged with 
carrying a concealed deadly weap¬ 
on, the police reported. He was 
released on personal recogni¬ 
zance. 

The victim of the shooting has 
been identified by the police as 
a racy L. White of South Cherry 
Lane, Upper Marlboro. Accord¬ 
ing to the latest police informa¬ 
tion, he was in critical condition 
in the Critical Care Unit at 
Prince Georges General Hospital. 


federal government in 1941, and 
holds title only “for so long as 
said real property is used as a 
cemetery.” The deed further per¬ 
mits the city to dispose of lots 
in the cemetery only to residents 
of the city, or to persons who 
have a member of their family 
buried in the cemetery. 

The cemetery is a rectangle 
of 3.1 acres, of which only a 
small part (about 14G ) is desig¬ 
nated as the burial ground. Ac¬ 
cording to City Manager James 
Giese in a 1974 memorandum to 
council, the western part of the 
burial ground “is the old Turner 
family burial plot. This plot 
probably dates back to the early 
1800's. Only one marker reu 
mains, that of Thomas P. Turner 
(September 26, 1855). There are 
stones that are believed to mark 
the graves of . . . slaves of the 
family. Also located somewhere 
in this area are the remains tak¬ 
en from other old and unidenti¬ 
fiable gravesites uncovered dur¬ 
ing the construction of Green- 
belt.” 

The eastern end of the burial 
ground is the modern cemetery, 
divided into 63 lots that would 
provide a total of 168 grave sites. 
By 1972, almost all of the lots 
in the western half of the ceme¬ 
tery had been sold, but none in 
the eastern half. At that time 
council put a moratorium on fur¬ 
ther sales. In 1974, council passed 
an ordinance that had the effect

of prohibiting the sale of any 
of the 27 lots (72 grave sites) 
in the eastern half. It is that 
1974 decision which council will 
now be reconsidering. 

Giese, in a January 1984 letter 
to the Siegals, explained the 1974 
council decision as follows: 

“Because the cemetery is very 
small and the sale of lots will 
never provide sufficient funds to 
provide perpetual maintenance 
for the lots, and such future 
maintenance will have to be pro¬ 
vided at taxpayers' expense, I 
recommended to council (in 1974) 
that the sale of lots be limited 
to those sections where burials 
had already taken place. Further, 
with the development that is 
planned to surround the ceme¬ 
tery, it is my belief that this 
area will be actively used in the 
future as a park by persons em¬ 
ployed in the adjacent office 
buildings. It was my suggestion 
in 1974 that the cemetery area 
be utilized as a passive recrea¬ 
tional area with benches and 
walks, and that future develop¬ 
ment beyond the existing grave 
sites be in the form of memor¬ 
ials to citizens of Greenbelt— 
trees, gardens and other decora¬ 
tive items—rather than as rest¬ 
ing places for a very small num¬ 
ber of Greenbelt citizens.” 

The Siegals, in their petition 
to council, took note of Giese's

Co-op Board Responds To 
Concerns on Divestiture Process

On March 5, members of the Steering Committee of the 
Save Our Services (SOS) citizens group met with Paul 
Mohn and Gifford Hoag, Chairman and Vice Chairman re¬ 
spectively of the Greenbelt Cooperative Inc. (GCI) Board. 
Representing the SOS Committee were: Joe Isaacs, SOS 
chairman; Jim Parker, vice chairman; Joe Remenick, chair¬ 
man of the “Retain GCI” subcommittee; Gary Kohn, chair¬ 
man of the “Replacement Operators’ subcommittee; and 
Suzanne Plogman, public relations chairperson, 

Isaacs told the Board that the 


SOS Committee supports all oth¬ 
er community efforts to achieve 
the goal of saving the services, 
specifically the legal effort to 
bring the divestiture decision to 
a vote of the Co-op membership 
and the effort to form a new lo¬ 
cally-based cooperative. 

Among the Committee's con¬ 
cerns, Isaacs said, was the fear 
that a potential replacement op¬ 
erator for the Co-op supermar¬ 
ket would not continue to pro¬ 
vide pharmacy services. He em¬ 
phasized that many elderly and 
disabled individuals living in the 
town's center area rely on the 
convenience of the Co-op phar¬ 
macy for filling their medicinal 
needs. 

Jim Parker then expressed the 
concern that the service station 
might be converted to a gas-and- 
go or mini-mart operation, de¬ 
priving Greenbelt of the services 
of one of the metropolitan area's 
most reliable repair stations. 

Mohn suggested that no decis¬ 
ion is irreversible where good 
reason exists to reconsider. How¬ 
ever, the Board had at least on 
one occasion considered alterna¬ 
tive approaches to the divesti¬ 
ture decision, only to decide that 
they were unwarranted, he said. 

Mohn pledged that the super¬ 
market and service station in 
Greenbelt would not be closed on 
April 1 and suggested that the 
March 31 divestiture date was 
only a general deadline that 
could be extended. He stated that 
there was no clear timetable for 
divestiture at this point, although 
it will probably occur in April. 

The GCI Board Chairman then 
pledged that the retention of the 
See CO-OP, page 5, col.

Co-op Membership Drive 
Proceeds on Schedule

Greenbelt Consumer Coopera¬ 
tive (GCC), the new Co-op or¬ 
ganized to save the Co-op Super¬ 
market, Pharmacy and Gas Sta¬ 
tion for Greenbelt, has now pas¬ 
sed the $40,000 mark in its drive 
for membership capital. The 
group's initial goal is $60,000 by 
April 1. 

This membership capital, plus 
a S240,000 Co-op Bank loan, 
will enable GCC to acquire the 
inventories of the three local fa¬ 
cilities and will provide working 
capital for their operation. 

The drive for members and 
membership capital began Feb¬ 
ruary 9, and has averaged close 
to $10,000 a week. Mike Bur- 
chick, chairman of the drive is 
confident the last two weeks in 
March will see GCC reach its ini¬ 
tial goal, and save the Co-op for 
Greenbelters. 

The second goal will be to 
double the membership capital to 
a total of $125,000 and double 
the Co-op Bank loan to a total 
of $495,000. These funds will 
enable GCC to acquire all the 
equipment and leasehold improve¬ 
ments in the supermarket, the 
pharmacy and the service sta¬ 
tion. 

The GCC Board of Directors 
meets every Friday at 7:30 p.m. 
in the Greenbelt Homes offices on 
Hamilton Place. All interested 
persons are invited to attend. 


SOS Hands GCI 
1004 Signatures 

At its March 12 regular meet¬ 
ing, members of the Save Our 
Services (SOS) Committee pre¬ 
sented the Board of Greenbelt 
Cooperative Inc. (GCI) with 1,004 
signatures of Greenbelt Co-op 
members and consumers who have 
united to petition the Board to 
reverse its decision to divest the 
Co-op food, pharmacy and auto 
services in Greenbelt. The pe¬ 
titions were presented by Joe 
Isaacs, Gary Kohn, Jim Parker 
and David Moran, from the Save 
Our Services (SOS) Citizens 
Committee which sponsored the 
public petition campaign. 

Joe Isaacs, SOS Chairman, 
stated, /‘Whether GCI liked it or 
not, the Greenbelt community 
and GCI are family, inextricably 
related from their mutual births 
in 1937. The fact that the co¬ 
operative has its birthplace with¬ 
in its name gives testimony to 
this.” He stated that the com¬ 
munity wants to keep our family 
intact, with GCI where it right¬ 
fully belongs — in Greenbelt. 
“Don't abandon your family,” 
Isaacs urged, “we merit more 
from you than such indignity!” 
He then presented the Board with 
the 1,004 petitions and reiterated 
the message the people were 
sending — reverse or delay the 
divestiture decision. Isaacs noted 
that the petition campaign would 
continue through the end of the 
month so that the Board could 
expect to hear from more mem¬ 
bers of the Greenbelt community. 

Gary Kohn, Chairman of the 
SOS Subcommittee for Replace¬ 
ment Operators then presented 
the Committee's criteria for op¬ 
eration of the supermarket and 
gas station. Kohn prefaced his 
remarks by noting that the SOS 
Committee views replacement 
operators as a last resort and 
only if all efforts to retain GCI's 
operation of the Co-op facili¬ 
ties fail. The criteria include 
operation by a community group 
retaining the cooperative format; 
retain the pharmacy, a bakery, 
a health food section, and a beer 
and wine section and retain as 
many of the present staff as 
possible. He stated that the ser¬ 
vice station should remain a gas 
and auto repair facility, and not 
be converted to gas-and-go or 
mini-mart operation. 

Paul Mohn, GCI Board Chair¬ 
man, explained the Board’s ; re¬ 
sponse would have to await the 
outcome of the March 19 court 
hearing on a permanent restrain¬ 
ing order to delay the divesti¬ 
ture.

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OPEN LETTER 

(The following is an open let¬ 
ter to Secretary of Transporta¬ 
tion BridwelL) 

Dear Secretary Bridwell: 

As you are no doubt aware, 
for sometime now the citizens, 
as well as elected officials on the 
City, County and State levels 
have been urging the State High¬ 
way Administration to erect a 
light at Greenbelt and Mandan 
Roads. The need for this light is 
considered so critical that I en¬ 
sured funding for its installation 
in the December 1983 Prince 
Georges County Bond Sale. Re¬ 
peatedly we have been told that 
none of the conditions necessary 
to warrant signal ization were 
present in studies which have 
been conducted. 

As I have a background in 
zoning and transportation, I have 
a strong appreciation for stan¬ 
dards, criteria, conditions and 
the like. However, I also under¬ 
stand that for every rule, an ex¬ 
ception or administrative solu¬ 
tion does exist. 

On March 7, immediately fol¬ 
lowing a meeting with Deputy 
Secretary Tom Hicks, a nearly 
fatal accident occurred at this 
intersection. Nearly fatal may be 
a misleading description. It is 
used only because at the time of 
this writing, the victim lies in 
critical condition, and doctors are 
unsure as to whether or not he 
will live. 

How many more innocent peo¬ 
ple will lie in a hospital bed, 
hovering between life and death 
because of the dangerous con¬ 
dition which exists at Greenbelt 
and Mandan Roads? And what 
shall we tell the families of these 
innocent victims? Perhaps they 
would like to hear from you 
about warrants and conditions. 

Secretary Bridwell, I urge you 
to put aside regulations and 
think carefully about the students 
and citizens who travel this sec¬ 
tion of Greenbelt Road. The in¬ 
stallation of a traffic light will 
prevent accidents and injury as 
yet unknown. I do not want to 
explain the Manual on Uniform 
Traffic Control Devices to the 
family of a victim who was 
needlessly killed or handicapped. 
Do you?

Chesapeake Bay Repair 

by Philip J. Hanyok 

The Chesapeake Bay is a “sick system . . . but not 
irreparably so,” said William C. Baker at a forum on the 
bay held in the City Council Chambers on Jan. 24. 

Baker, the executive director of the Chesapeake Bay 
Foundation, spoke as part of “A Citizen's Forum on the 
Chesapeake Bay: The Prince Georges County Perspective,” 
which was sponsored by Delegate Joan B. Pitkin (D-23rd). 
Pitkin sponsored the forum in not just good environmentalism,” 
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an effort to inform area citizens 
about Governor Harry Hughes' 
11 initiatives to begin cleaning 
up the Chesapeake Bay, She also 
moderated the forum. 

The Chesapeake Bay has re¬ 
ceived special attention in the 
past few months as the Gover¬ 
nors of Maryland, Pennsylvania 
and Virginia have pledged to 
support a long-term clean-up 
project. In addition to the states, 
President Reagan has offered 
federal funds for the clean-up 
project. 

The project is expected to cost 
more than $40 million this year 
and even more in the next few 
years, according to Edwin L. 
Thomas, deputy secretary of 
state planning, who also attend¬ 
ed the forum. 

According to Pitkin the clean¬ 
up may require a tax increase. 

“IPs not going to be inexpen¬ 
sive,” Baker said. “But if people 
think the bay is worth it then 
it’s a small price to pay.” 

The clean-up of the Bay and 
its tributaries is “good economics 


Baker said. 

If passed, Governor Hughes* 
initiatives would improve var¬ 
ious pollution control projects 
and sewage treatment plants, im¬ 
prove enforcement capabilities of 
state and local governments, con¬ 
trol soil erosion around the bay 
and strengthen programs to im¬ 
prove the bay's submerged aqua¬ 
tic vegetation, shellfish, finfish 
and waterfowl. 

The initiatives also would es¬ 
tablish a Maryland Chesapeake 
Bay Critical Areas Commission 
to protect the bay's shoreline, 
establish a Maryland Youth Con¬ 
servation Corp and investigate 
the effects of acid rain on the 
bay. 

Also speaking at the forum 
were William Eichbaum, assist¬ 
ant secretary for environmental 
programs, Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene; Johanna 
Norris, vice chairperson, Wash¬ 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com¬ 
mission; and Fran Flanigan, di¬ 
rector, Citizen's Program for the 
Chesapeake Bay.

expectation that the cemetery 
area will “be actively used” as 
a passive recreation area by of¬ 
fice workers. They pointed out 
to council that “The only access 
to a future park/garden is along 
the pathways adjacent to existing 
grave sites. Increased pedestrian 
traffic along these routes, to¬ 
gether with noon-time picnicking 
in the park area, will necessitate 
more frequent maintenance than 
would be required in a cemetery 
maintained exclusively for its 
intended use. Thus, taxpayers 
will provide park maintenance 
for nonresidents in lieu of per¬ 
petual care for the resting place 
of deceased residents. We would 
ask council whether the 1974 or¬ 
dinance will ultimately fail of its 
initial purpose: A decrease in 
maintenance costs.” 

The Siegals continued by ob¬ 
serving that the cemetery “was 
obviously never intended to 
serve as a final resting place for 
more than a very small number 
of Greenbelt citizens. The (1974) 
ordinance has reduced that small 
number by 43%. Simultaneously, 
the number of long-time Green¬ 
belt residents is growing; and 
growing older. Second and even 
third generations of Greenbelt 
families are permanent resident 
adults. We would ask council to 
consider, in retrospect, whether 
the closing off of 72 original 
grave sites at a time when the 
city was only 36 years young is 
still in the best interests of our 
citizens.” 

Referring to Giese’s 1974 sug¬ 
gestion that future development 
of the cemetery be in the form 
of memorials to citizens of Green¬ 
belt, the Siegals proposed to 
council that the city’s prepara¬ 
tions for its golden anniversary 
might include designation of sev¬ 
eral lots near the center of the 
cemetery for that purpose.

pharmacy will be a condition of 
any takeover of the supermar¬ 
ket, whether the new entity pro¬ 
vides its own pharmacy, or 
whether it leases a pharmacy as 
a concession, an alternative sug¬ 
gested by the SOS Committee. He 
also said that the GCI Board 
would be willing to consider any 
other suggestions from the com¬ 
munity. Mohn stated the Board’s 
top priority is to afford a com¬ 
munity group or cooperative the 
first opportunity to purchase the 
outgoing services. While bids 
from independent operators 
would be considered, the Board 
will still attempt to sell to a 
local group unless the outside bids 
are “significantly” greater than 
that of the local group. 

All organizations interested 
must present a plan demonstrat¬ 
ing their ability to repay any 
loans and service any debt. Those 
services now available must re¬ 
main in place, and any outside 
group must have demonstrated a 
record of success and reliability, 
he commented, 

Mohn told the Committee rep¬ 
resentatives that several inde¬ 
pendent operators have ex¬ 
pressed interest in the supermar¬ 
ket and gas station, however, no 
offers have yet been reviewed. 
He said that the closing of the 
Fairlington Co-op supermarket 
on March 3 was not an ominous 
sign or a demonstration of bad 
faith. He explained that it was 
based on a Board decision made 
as a result of notice given by the 
leaseholder that the store must 
close by April as a result of a 
month-to-month lease for nearly 
three years.

Fire & Rescue Review 

by F/F Bill Rowland 
and April Walker 
Weekly Calls 

The Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad 
ran 25 calls during the week of 
March 10. Fire calls: 4 transfers 
to other companys, 2 structural 
fires, and one alarm bells. Rescue 
calls: 6 sick people, 4 injured 
people, 3 vehicle accidents, 2 calls 
for trouble breathing, one shoot¬ 
ing, one over-dose, and one dead 
on arrival. 

Trauma 

On Wednesday, March 7, at 
7 p.m. the Greenbelt fire depart¬ 
ment responded to a two vehicle 
accident at the intersection of 
Greenbelt and Mandan Rds. Four 
people were injured. The drivers 
of both vehicles were the most 
seriously injured. One received 
a seriously broken leg and the 
other received a head trauma 
and is still in Prince Georges 
General Hospital listed in critical 
condition. Leaking gasoline and 
trapped persons complicated the 
efforts of the fire and rescue per¬ 
sonnel. The cause of the acci¬ 
dent is being investigated by the 
Greenbelt police. 

Shooting 

At noon on Thursday, March 8, 
the fire department was sum¬ 
moned to Hanover Parkway for 
a possible shooting. Upon ar¬ 
rival of fire and rescue units one 
male resident was found to be 
suffering from a gun shot wound 
to the chest. Efforts to revive the 
victim were not successful. While 
suicide is suspected to be the 
cause of death, the incident is 
still under investigation by the 
police.
